Haupt, chief of the Semitic depart- 
ment of Johns Hopkins university, has 
just returned from London and Berlin, 
where he had conferences with noted 
scholars in reference to a new transit 
tion of the Bible. It is proposed to in- 
clude in this translation not only the 
Old and New Testaments, bat also the 
apocrypha 
and the pseudepigraphy. 


Included with the last named are the 
four Esdras and the Psalms of Solo- 
mon. Each of thirty-six books will bo 
assigned to a competent scholar, the 
translation to be accompanied by 
explanatory notes and pictorial repre- 
sentations. The books of the Old Tes- 
tament will occupy two volumes of 
1,000 
pages each, and the entire scrip- 


tures 
six volumes. 
The American 


scholars who have been invited to con- 
tribute are: Prof. C. H. Toy, of Cam- 
bridge, author of "Christianity 
and 


Judaism"; Prof. Charles A. Brlggs, and 
Francis "Brown, of Union Theological 
seminary, New York; Prof. W. H. 
Ward, of the New York Independent; 
Prof. E. L. Curtis, of Chicrgo, tho 
archiologist and successor to President 
Harper of the Semitic seminary 
at 


Yale, and Prof. ll. Harper, president 
of the new Chicago Baptist university. 


The character of the work will be in- 


ternational, though the project is to bo 
brought out nnder American auspices. 
The whole hexatus will be in the 
hands of ' English 
scholars, among 


whom may be mentioned the famous 
Hebraist, Prof. S. R. Driver, of Oxford;

The Methodist Ecumenical Conference. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—The Methodist 


Ecumenical conference which meets 
here to-day will bo one of the most re- 
markable religious bodies'ever con- 
vened in this country. Tho Ecumeni- 
cal conference, as its name implies, is 
composed of the representatives of all 
the various brandies of Methodism es- 
tablished throughout the world. This 
will be only the second conference 
of the kind, the first having been 
held in London ten years ago. The 
London gathering- was a great success, 
to which the American delegates large- 
ly and generally contributed. 
The 


conference here will be on a larger 
scale. Five hundred delegates are ex- 
pected to answer roll call; 300 from 
the various Methodist churches in the 
United States, and 300 from abroad. 
The list of churches that will be repre- 
sented is interesting as showing the 
large number of divisions of Metho- 
dism w uich flourish. 


Tho delegates are to be divided into 


the eastern, or foreign section; and the 
western, or the American section. 


The foreign section comprises twelve 


churches, of which the strongest is the 
"Wesleyan Methodist church, in which 
body the mojoriety 
of all English 


Methodists are included. It will have 
seventy-six delegates, led by T. B. 
fitophenson, 
D.D., 
president of the 


Wesleyan conference of England. 


Of the 800 delegates apportioned 


to

western, ar home section, 


the Methodist Episcopal church will 
supply the largest number, 120. Next 
will come tho Methodist Episcopal 
church south, with its delegation of 
sixty-four. The five separate colored 
churches have forty-eight delegates.
